Dry Ridge woman keeps eye on prize

Tammy Fugate left high school after an 
incident at an inner-city school scared her 
so badly that she feared for her safety. 

Fugate, of Dry Ridge, did not graduate 
but kept the idea of earning a GED in the 
back of her mind. 

For nearly 12 years, she worked at the 
Gap, but a few months ago she was the 
victim of a stalled economy. 

“They called me into the office and said 
I was losing my job,” said the outgoing 
mother of a 9-year-old son. “I know it was 
time to get my GED.” 

She lost her job in March 2011 and by 
May, she began work on her GED. 

Fugate nervously went to the Grant 
County Adult Education Center, next of 
Grant County Middle School, to see what it 
would take to get her GED or General 
Equivalent Diploma. She thought she 
would be the oldest adult in the class, but 
she soon discovered that many Grant 
Countians had found themselves in the 
same situation she had and were returning 
to school to better their chances of finding 
a job. 

She said there were days she was dis¬ 
couraged because the testing process was 


harder than she thought it would be and 
there were some classes that she needed to 
take that she hadn’t taken in high school. 

“I knew this was something that the 
Lord called me to do and I never let myself 
get down about it,” she said. “I just knew I 
was going to get it.” 

Faith is something that Fugate takes 


seriously. She believes God wanted her to 
use her story to encourage others and that’s 
what she did. 

When fellow classmates would get dis¬ 
couraged, Fugate offered an encouraging 
word.

In 1956, 56 students 
graduated from Grant 
County High School and 
recently, a mere 56 years 
later they gathered for their 
56 th high school reunion.

Practice safety 
during holiday 

The twinkling of lights and homes filled 
with decorations mean it must be the holiday 
season. 

But all those electric cords mean the chance 
for a fire increase. 

The fire chiefs of Crittenden, Dry Ridge, 
Williamstown, Corinth and Jonesville are 
reminding residents how to keep safe this holi¬ 
day season with the following tips: 

• Don’t leave a live Christmas tree up longer 
than two weeks. 

• Place trees away from heat sources, includ¬ 
ing vents or fireplaces. Heat will dry out the 
tree faster, leaving the potential to be ignited 
by flames, heat and sparks. 

• Keep the tree stand filled with water. 

• Use only non-flammable decorations. 

• Never use lit candles on a live tree. 

• Never leave small children unattended by 
open flames. 

• Don’t link more than three strands of lights 
together, unless the directions indicate it’s safe. 
Connect strings of lights to an extension cord 
before plugging the cord into an outlet. 

• Never block an exit with Christmas trees or 
decorations. 

The fire chiefs also recommend that every¬ 
one have a fire plan, including a home fire 
escape route and working smoke detectors. 

“We want the holiday season to be happy 
and not marred by a tragic, and possibly pre¬ 
ventable, accident,” said Williamstown Fire 
Chief Les Whalen.

Mrs. Beach, known to 
many simply as the Doll 
Lady, opened her heart 
beginning in 1988 to needy 
inner city children when as 
secretary at Dry Ridge 
Baptist Church she noticed 
a trend around the holi¬ 
days. 

Mrs. Beach said calls 
would start to come in 
around Christmas request¬ 
ing help with food, cloth¬ 
ing and toys for needy 
families in the area. In 
1989, she saw a newspaper 
article about Southside 
Baptist Church Inner-City 
Mission in Covington ask¬ 
ing for dolls for one of 
their missionaries. 

Those calls prompted 
her to start a ministry that 
lasted until her death as

she loving, carefully 
scoured yard sales, flea 
markets and estate sales in 
search of dolls. 

She didn’t care if they 
were dirty or their hair 
needed a good washing 
and combing. She didn’t 
mind if their clothing was 
torn and tat¬ 
tered. 

Mrs. Beach 
gathered the 
dolls year 
round. 

As word of 
her project 
spread, neigh¬ 
bors, friends 
and family 
members 
often dropped 
off dolls and 
stuffed ani¬ 
mals by the 
garbage bag 
full to her mod¬ 
est, well kept Dry Ridge 
home. 

She told me once that it 
wasn’t unusual to come 
home from church or a Dry 
Ridge Homemaker meet¬ 
ing and find several bags 
of dolls waiting for her on 
the porch, dropped off by 
an anonymous donor. 

It was then that the real 
work began as she spent 
countless hours washing 
them and sewing them new 
clothes and accessories 
such as a pink or blue tiny 
blanket. 

She made the climb 
almost daily to her work¬ 
shop in a spare upstairs 
bedroom. There, she’d 
often use a magnifying 
glass to pick through but¬ 
tons, scraps of material and 
bits of lace she used in 


sewing little dresses, shirts 
or overalls for the misfit 
toys. 

If she was lucky enough 
to find small accessories 
such as plastic baby bottles 
or even a purse or bag for a 
Barbie doll, then she’d buy 
those to accompany the 
fini shed 
product. 

When 
she was no 
longer able 
to see well 
enough to 
sew their 
clothes, her 
daughter 
brought her 
outfits she 
purchased 
at yard 
sales and 
flea mar¬ 
kets. 

Once the 
clean and 
clothed, they were placed 
throughout Mrs. Beach’s 
two-story home. Dolls sat 
on guest beds, on dressers 
and coffee tables. 

Open spots were hard to 
come by as she lovingly 
filled every nook and cran¬ 
ny of her home with the 
dolls. Each doll was given 
a name, both first and mid¬ 
dle, which was neatly 
printed on a card from the 
American Bible Society 
that was printed with a 
Bible verse. The names she 
chose from a prayer calen¬ 
dar for missionaries. 

Before they were loaded 
up and taken away, Mrs. 
Beach would open her 
home to Grant County 
children to come and view 
the dolls. 


My daughter and I went 
a couple of times when she 
was a little girl to see the 
dolls and it was an amaz¬ 
ing sight. 

In all, Mrs. Beach 
donated more than 5,000 
dolls to needy children. 

The look in her eye 
when she spoke about the 
dolls, made it abundantly 
clear that her work was a 
labor of love. 

She was also involved 
in other ministries such as 
sewing dresses for girls in 
India, as well as making 
quilts for children and 
youth who were victims of 
abuse. 

Mrs. Beach, always 
impeccable dressed, was 
an intelligent and thought¬ 
ful woman and she quietly 
and humbly set an example 
that we could ah follow. 

She lived to be 96 years 
old. I will miss her smile 
and her gentle ways, as 
will many people, espe¬ 
cially the children who 
benefited from her gener¬ 
osity. 

As she is laid to rest this 
week and with Christmas 
just a few weeks away, if 
there was ever a way to 
honor her memory, it 
would be to make sure the 
legacy and mission she 
started continues by either 
donating to a local charity 
or by collecting a few toys 
for less fortunate children.

Memories live on, despite thoughtless acts 


Since I don’t tweet, text or e-mail I 
must revert to the age-old method of com¬ 
municating by “taking a pen to hand” and 
besides my ribbon on the typewriter has 
faded away. 

Yes, it’s old-fashioned and outdated, as 
many things in life, all except memories, 
those never fade away.

And so it seems that is the case with the 
burning of the building of the Dry Ridge 
Consolidated Colored School, now a 
memory. 

I was not aware of this incident until 
reading the Grant County News. All the 
hard work and effort of so many people 
who tried to save and preserve this piece of 
history, gone up in smoke. So how does 
this touch me? Going to school in Dry 
Ridge, riding the school bus, we picked up 
some black children and were dropped off 
at their school. I wondered at that time, 
why couldn’t they just ride on with us to 
our school. Little did I know at that time 
what segregation was. Later of course, I 
came to understand and realize that that 
school was just as important as any other 
school in the educating of the children. 

I have a feeling for history and the 
importance of old buildings and what they 
have added to the lives of people here in 
Grant County. So several years ago, I said 
I wanted to preserve some of the “old 
pieces of the past”. So I set out to do that 
in a small way by setting some of those 
building to canvas. Using the term loosely, 


an artist I became. I know the term “artist” 
is probably not in the same category as 
many of the fine artists we have. 

But never the less, I have put several of 
Grant County building on canvass’. These 
include in Williamstown: the Wiggington 
Building, the Williamstown Roller Mill 
and a Main Street painting featuring 
Miller’s Dmg Store, Lucas Dmg, Grant 
County Deposit Bank and the Bank of 
Williamstown in a setting of about 1959 or 
60’s as they appeared then. 

In Dry Ridge, I have the old Carlsbad 
Hotel, Dry Ridge High School, Dry Ridge 
Depot and Dry Ridge Creamery. And to 
that list of which I am glad that I put it to 
canvas, the Dry Ridge Consolidated 
Colored School. 

I was worried that this building would 
be rotted or tom down. So I visited, taking 
measurements, etc. to put it to canvas so 
that I would have a piece of history. 

How elated I was to learn that it would 
be moved and preserved. By the efforts of 
many, it came to life again. And now, that 
is all wiped out, perhaps, by the thought¬ 
less act of someone, destroying something 
that cannot be replaced. 

But memories cannot be destroyed, 
they live on. So to those people who 
worked so long to preserve that piece of 
history, I say, “well done thou god and 
faithful servants.” So my memory is now 
a canvas and it anyone would like to see it, 
I ‘11 be glad to share it with you.

DOWN AND DIRTY 

ComposGng makes fall 
clean-up easy, efficient

T oday most gardeners do understand 
the process of composting organic 
matter and the value of adding this 
material to their gardens. However, there are 
still many who don’t do it because they think 
it is hard to get started. Well, fall garden 
clean-up, leaf raking and a little kitchen 
debris may be all you need to get a healthy 
compost pile started this season. Mother 
Nature will provide the material if you pro¬ 
vide the management. 

What is compost anyway? Good compost 
is comprised of leaves, grass clippings, twigs, 
manure, and kitchen waste like eggshells, 
banana peels, potato skin, apple cores, and 
fruit rind (never use meat or dairy products). 
As the organic matter breaks down it turns 
into nutrient rich food for your garden. 

Remember the four components of a 
healthy compost pile: equal amounts of green 
matter and brown matter, oxygen and water. 
The green ingredients include things like live 
plant and grass clippings (nitrogen source); 
the brown ingredients include woody plants, 
dead twigs and fallen leaves (carbon 
source). 

Recipe For Compost 

Debris should be small so it will break 
down quickly and consider adding the green 
and brown in about four inch layers so you 
can monitor your balance of green and brown 
in the beginning. Once you have composted 
for a while you will no longer have to follow 
the “recipe,” just like an experienced cook. 

If you need to supply 
more green than you 
have available, you can 
substitute with some 
fresh farm manure. 

In order to have a 
healthy compost pile 
V A y°u must create an 
environment that 
encourages mycorrhizal 
fungal and bacterial 
activity. The activity 
will occur once water is 
added to the green and 
brown ingredients and 
turn the mixture about 
once every week or 
two. Oxygen and water encourage the correct 
type of bacterial growth. This activity, along 
with earthworms and other insects, breaks 
down the organic material into compost. 

Turn the compost with a shovel or pitch 
fork every week or so during rainy periods to 
get oxygen to the microbes. Without oxygen 
anaerobic bacterial growth is encouraged and 
you may end up with a rotting pile of debris 
instead of valuable compost. Also, if you use 
compost that is rancid smelling you could 
burn your plant material when it is applied in 
the garden. 

Best Fertilizer Money Can Buy 

There are pre-manufactured compost bins 
but it is also really easy to construct your 
own compost bin. I have one that is made 
out of old railroad ties that are stacked like 
“Lincoln Logs” about four high. This meth¬ 
od allows air circulation between the railroad 
ties. You can add a level of railroad ties as 
your amount of compost increases. Oh just 
have a pile in the corner. 

Another easy method involves driving 
four stakes into the ground to anchor a wrap¬ 
ping of chicken wire. Clasp one end with 
hooks so you can open it for easier accessi¬ 
bility when you need to turn the compost. 

If you are worried about making frequent 
enough trips between the kitchen and the 
compost pile just collect the kitchen waste in 
a small container or plastic bag and store it in 
the refrigerator. The efforts in turning and 
watering the stew of kitchen waste, yard 
waste and manure (if you have it) will be 
well worth it because you’ll have the best 
fertilizer money can buy right in your own 
back yard.

The Grant County Braves’ pressure 
defense was a little more than the 
Eminence Warriors could handle as Grant 
County forced the Warriors into about 30 
turnovers on their way to a 17-point vic¬ 
tory on Nov. 29.

“I’m hungry and eager and 
ready to ask the questions that 
many citizens want to know,” 
she said. “I’m going to be that 
person for them.” 

Wagoner said she was 
humbled that the community 
showed so much respect for 
her ability. 

“I greatly appreciate it,” 
she said. “I’ll do all I can to 
measure up to their expecta¬ 
tions.” 

Gutman, who learned 
about his victory on the way 
back from a Williamstown 
Middle School basketball 
game, admits he is relieved 
that the whole process is over. 

“I was really surprised that 
the voters gave me as much 
support as they did,” he said. 
“I was pleased and kind of 
humbled by it all. We had a lot 
of good people who ran. I 
think whoever was elected 
would do a good job.” 

Now that the three new 
members have been elected, 
they will concentrate on sev¬ 
eral upcoming issues the coun¬ 
cil will face in the new year. 

The most recent challenge 
has been whether or not to 
support a text amendment that 
would allow tmck stops/travel 
centers in a highway commer¬ 
cial zone. 

The issue developed after 
Love’sTravelCenterexpressed 
their desire to build a truck 
stop on Barnes Road in 
Williamstown. 

The council needs to be 
careful how they plan for 
development for Barnes Road, 
said Gutman. 

“I have nothing against 
having a truck stop in 
Williamstown provided it’s 
put in the right location,” he 
said. “I personally don’t feel 
like Barnes Road is the right 
location for it. I don’t feel like 
it complements what already 
exists on that interchange. I 


also feel like it could possibly 
deter other types of businesses 
from locally there in the 
future.” 

Wagoner previously has 
expressed concerns with the 
traffic flow, the impact on 
nearby property owners and 
the impact on locally owned 
fuel companies if the project 
became a reality. 

Riley said there needs to be 
a larger emphasis on generat¬ 
ing revenue and she wants to 
see the council be patient, 
especially until there is more 
information about the progress 
of the Ark Encounter. 

“For me, the question isn’t 
really about supporting a trav¬ 
el center on Barnes Road, the 
question really is the text 
amendment and if this com¬ 
munity would really want to 
subject itself to multiples tmck 
stops,” she said. “The answer I 
receive from a lot of people is 
no.” 

Newly elected, Wagoner 
said she would like the com¬ 
munity to sharing their input 
on the expectations that they 
have for the council 

“As a new council mem¬ 
ber, my first priority is to get in 
there and understand what’s in 
place as far as our governing 
policies, our budget and how 
we’re managing our finances,” 
she said. “I need to understand 
that so I can be able to make 
good decisions going for¬ 
ward.” 

Gutman’s number one pri¬ 
ority will be addressing the 
rising costs of utilities. 

4 'They ’ ve continued to 
rise,” he said. “I understand a 
lot of that is due to infrastruc¬ 
ture upgrades with the build¬ 
ing of the sewer treatment 
plant and looking at building a 
new water treatment plant. I 
think those projects have to be 
done, but I think we really 
need to watch in trying to limit 
those costs if we can. That also 
discourages businesses from 


coming here as well.” 

Riley said she wants to see 
the city move forward in the 
right direction and be a part of 
that movement. 

“I’m not someone who 
wants to sit back and have 
somebody else make decisions 
for me,” she said. “I want to be 
someone who’s proactive and 
involved in the trenches on 
finding out the data and what’s 
the best decisions we can 
make long term.” 

Dry Ridge 

Two challengers were 
elected and one incumbent 
lost in the Diy Ridge City 
Council race. 

Kenny Edmondson was re¬ 
elected with 468 votes, the 
highest among the seven can¬ 
didates. 

Challenger Scott Bates 
came in second with 417 
votes, followed by Carisa 
Hughett (406 votes) in third. 

Hughett was appointed to 
the council in October after 
Karen Glore resigned from 
her position. 

Newcomer Sara Cummins 
received 398 votes for a fourth 
place finish while current 
council members Fred Money 
(390 votes) and Jim Hendy 
(384 votes) filled the remain¬ 
ing seats on council. 

With 360 votes, current 
council member Judy Curry 
was not elected back onto the 
council. 

Cummins, who works at 
the Grant County Public 
Library and serves as secre¬ 
tary of the Ladies Auxiliary 
for the Dry Ridge Fire 
Department, said she was sur¬ 
prised by her election. 

“It was almost disbelief,” 
she said. “I’m new. My hus¬ 
band is from here, but I haven’t 
lived here for very long so it 
was a shock.” 

Cummins said she ran for 
office because she wanted to 
get involved with her commu¬ 
nity. 


“I wanted to be a voice,” 
she said. “My main concern is 
public safety. I support the fire 
department 100 percent and I 
wanted to be a voice for 
them.” 

Bates, who is a captain at 
the DRFD, is excited for his 
new opportunity. 

He said he hopes he can 
help make a change in the 
city. 

“Our city needs better pub¬ 
lic safety than what we have 
with our police department 
only being a one-man opera¬ 
tion and outsourcing police 
protection to the neighboring 
city and our fire departments 
needing a lot of help,” Bates 
said. 

Bates also wants to make 
the city more presentable to 
bring in businesses. 

“I want to make the city a 
better and safer place for 
everybody to live in,” he said. 
“I want something for people 
to look positive at in Dry 
Ridge.” 

Although she has been on 
the council since October, 
Hughett said she was honored 
to be elected by the people of 
Dry Ridge. 

“I’ve always been interest¬ 
ed in local government and 
making Dry Ridge a better 
place,” she said. “When you 
drive around and live in Dry 
Ridge and see there need to be 
changes, you want to be part 
of making those changes.” 

Hughett admits that being 
on the city council is a learn¬ 
ing process for her. 

“I want the community to 
feel free to come to the meet¬ 
ings the first Monday of every 
month to show their con¬ 
cerns,” she said. “I cannot help 
them unless I hear from 
them.” 

Crittenden 

In Crittenden, one chal¬ 
lenger joined five incumbents 
on the city council. 

Martha Hicks received the 


most votes with 528, followed 
by James Purcell, who trailed 
by only one vote. 

Clara Mulberry Brown and 
Donna Duley were also re¬ 
elected after receiving 508 and 
501 votes, respectively. 

Newcomer Lany Griffin 
was elected to the council in 
fifth place with 482 votes in 
his first mn for office. 

Brian Barkley claimed the 
sixth and final council seat 
with 449 votes. 

Challengers Jay Pierce 
(419 votes) and Everett 
“Gene” Berry (346 votes) fell 
short in their election bids. 

Griffin said he was happy 
with his successful campaign. 

“I was glad to get it,” he 
said. “I was a little surprised, 
to be honest, because not a lot 
of people know me. I was glad 
it happened.” 

Griffin said he plans to get 
out into the community to lis¬ 


ten to the concerns of the citi¬ 
zens. 

His priority will be to focus 
on achieving full-time fire and 
rescue services. 

“I’d like to build a consen¬ 
sus between the other council 
members in trying to get a fire 
district going or at least work 
at something better than what 
it is,” he said. “We need better 
fire protection in our county. 
At the same time, which 
seems counter intuitive, we 
need to keep taxes low. I 
know we’ve got excess money 
in the city.” 

Corinth 

The four incumbents were 
the only candidates in the race 
for Corinth City Commission. 

Donnie Dyer was the top 
vote getter with 42 votes fol¬ 
lowed by Paige Allen (40 
votes), Virginia Deitz (36 
votes) and Ted Fisk (35 
votes.)

One day in class when a much 
younger GED student began to 
cry over the difficulty of the state 
testing, I told him to remember 
what they told us about popping a 
peppermint and taking a deep 
breath. 

“It worked for me,” she said. 

The peppermint method 
worked so well, that Fugate took 
two bags of peppermints with her 
for her final tests. 

“I just wanted them to believe 
they could do this too,” Fugate 
said. 

Amelia Cloud, director of 
Grant County Adult Education, 
said Fugate was a model student. 

“Tammy was the type of stu¬ 
dent who did whatever was neces¬ 
sary to learn the material. She 
signed up for the classes and 
attended them faithfully,” Cloud 
said. 

Her GED journey, like others 
before her, began with an orienta¬ 
tion session followed by a series 
of taped tests. It takes six to nine 
months for most people to earn 
their GED. 

The Grant County Adult 
Education Center, located behind 
Grant County Middle School, 
offers orientation at 9 a.m. on 
Monday. 

“The tests were hard and I’ve 
been out of school for several 
years and there were things on 
them that I hadn’t even been 
taught when I was in school, but I 
was determined,” Fugate said. 

She didn’t quit and by 
December, right before Christmas, 
Fugate earned her diploma, but 
she wasn’t satisfied with that 
accomplishment. 

“I just said to myself, T’m not 
stopping here. I’m going to col¬ 
lege,”’ she said. 

With no money available to her

through grants or scholarships, 
Fugate scraped together enough 
money to enroll at Gateway 
Community College to pursue a 
Certified Nursing Assistant 
degree. 

Her goal is to find a job work¬ 
ing in a nursing home with elderly 
patients, who she feels are often 
forgotten. 

“I want to make a difference 
and I feel like that’s where God 
want me to be,” she said. “Those 
elderly people need someone to be 
kind to them. I just have a passion 
for helping them.” 

But she’s not stopping there. 
Fugate would like to return to 
school and obtain training to be 
able to do phlebotomy, which 
would allow her to have more 
medical skills. Her obstacle right 
now is funding. 

“I’m not going to stop, but I’m 
at a standstill until I find a loan or 
something,” she said. 

Others have noticed her new 
found confidence and desire to get 
something more out of her life. 

She said her husband, who also 
dropped out of high school, is 
hoping to work on getting his 
GED. She’s also been talking to a 
teenage neighbor who plans to 
drop out of school. 

“If I can say anything to him or 
other young people, it’s stay in 
school. Yes, you can get your 
GED, but it’s hard and in my mind 
it’s not the same as that high 
school diploma,” Fugate said. 

Because of her experience los¬ 
ing a job and not being able to find 


another one quickly, she’s real¬ 
ized what many displaced work¬ 
ers have - employers are looking 
for more than a GED. 

“It is extremely important for 
people to continue their education 
beyond high school,” said Cloud. 
“Seventy-five percent of the jobs 
from now on will require some 
additional post-secondary educa¬ 
tion.” 

Fugate also wants to set a good 
example for her son, Ryan. 

“The whole time I was in 
school, he would say that I had 
more homework than him, but he 
was right there helping me with 
flash cards. He even said to me 
that he thought he’d probably just 
have to stay in school and go to 
college and I told him that he 
would go to college,” she said. 

Fugate also took some satis¬ 
faction in proving to some nay¬ 
sayers that she could earn her 
GED, even if it was hard. 

“My friend’s husband told me 
that I wouldn’t do it because it 
was too hard and to be out of 
school that long and then try to do 
algebra and geometry was a chal¬ 
lenge, but you can do anything 
you put your mind to,” she said. 

Fugate is active at Sherman 
Full Gospel Church, where she 
does volunteer work. She also 
cleans the church regularly. 

“As a teenager I was rebellious 
and I thought I knew it all. I 
wanted to do it my way, but now 
I’m older and maybe a little 
smarter. I am also a Christian and 
I believe that the Ford has pulled 
me through this and I couldn’t 
have done it without his help,” 
Fugate said. 

“There’s nothing wrong with 
factory work. I’ve done it my 
whole life, but I want to be able to 
better myself and to make a dif¬ 
ference to someone else,” she 
said. 



KDE recognizes Williamstown’s 
accreditation accomplishment

Williamstown Independent was one 
of seven Kentucky school districts rec¬ 
ognized Oct. 8 for achieving voluntary 
system accreditation earlier this year. 

Superintendent Sally Skinner, 
school board chair Connie Fawrence 
and instructional supervisor Misty 
Middleton were on hand in Frankfort to 
receive a plaque and banner for their 
accomplishment from Kentucky 
Commissioner of Education Terry 
Holliday and others. 

“(We) were extremely proud and 
honored to accept this prestigious 
Kentucky Department of Education 
recognition on behalf of the district’s 
administration, all certified and classi¬ 
fied staff members, students, and stake¬ 
holders who worked so hard during the 
AdvancEd accreditation process dur¬ 
ing the 2011-12 school year,” Skinner 
said. 

Williamstown was joined by Boone 
County, Elizabethtown Independent, 
Graves County, Marshall County, 
McCracken County and Rowan County 
school districts. 

After many hours, days and months 
of work, Williamstown Independent 
School administrators learned March 
29 the district earned full accreditation. 

The process, which was done 
through a Quality Assurance Review 
(QAR) by AdvancED, included a visit 
from a five-person team that looked 
over documents, interviewed teachers, 


staff, students and community mem¬ 
bers and evaluated the performance of 
the district. 

District accreditation measures 
seven standards for quality education 
systems. 

The standards include: vision and 
purpose; governance and leadership; 
teaching and learning; documenting 
and using results; resources and sup¬ 
port systems; stakeholder communi¬ 
cations and relationships and commit¬ 
ment to continuous improvement. 

In rating the standards at 
Williamstown, the QAR team found 
the district to be “highly functional,” 
the highest rating, in governance and 
leadership and stakeholder communi¬ 
cations and relationships. For the 
remaining five standards, the district 
was rated as “operational,” the second 
highest of the four ratings. 

The school board recently 
approved giving any certified staff 
member who was employed in the 
2011-12 school year an additional 
personal day from the board and any 
classified staff member $25 gift card 
for their role in the accreditation pro¬ 
cess. 

“To receive full accreditation with 
commendations was the districts’ goal 
and with the help of all our dedicated 
employees, students and community 
stakeholders, we were able to accom¬ 
plish what we set out to do,” Skinner 
said. “I would like to thank all those 
who participated for we could not have 
done what we did without you.”
